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FREDERICK  CHURCHILL  DAVIDSON,  M.C.,  M,B.,  Ch.B.,  D.P.H., 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Frimley  & Camberley  U.D.C.. 


Frederick  Churchill  Davidson  was  bom  on  January  1st,  1889. 

His  Grandfather  was  the  Very  Rev.  Dr,  Cunningham,  of  Crieff,  Moderator  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  and  his  Father  was  Minister  of 
St,  Cyrus,  near  Montrose, 

Frederick  Churchill  Davidson  was  educated  at  Fettes  College  and  at  Edinburgh 
University.  He  was  a fine  athlete  and  gained  his  hockey  Blue,  After 
graduating  in  1912  he  joined  the  R.A.M.C,  as  a regular  officer  ultimately 
being  appointed  Medical  Officer  to  the  Cameronians  with  whom  he  went  overseas 
with  the  first  draft  in  the  First  World  War.  In  1915  he  was  one  of  the  first 
medical  men  to  be  awarded  the  Military  Cross  and  was  also  mentioned  in 
Despatches.  At  the  end  of  the  war  he  remained  in  the  Army  on  special  work; 
during  this  period  he  took  his  D.P.H,  at  Oxford, 

In  1921  Dr.  Davidson  came  to  Camberley  and  established  a general 
practice.  On  the  25th  December  1922  he  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  this  Urban  District  and  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  At  that  time  the  Council  was  responsible  for  an  Infectious  Disease 
hospital  in  Hamesmoor  Road,  Mytchett,  which  continued  to  function  until 
January  1928.  His  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  continued,  apart  from 
a break  from  September  1939  when  during  the  Second  World  War  he  was  again  called 
upon  for  military  service  and  was  in  charge  of  the  surgical  unit  at  Netley 
Hospital.  He  also  served  a period  in  North  Africa,  In  September  1945 
Dr.  Davidson  again  resumed  his  Local  Government  Sei*vice  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  appointment  he  held  until  his  death  at  the  age  of  70  years.  His 
career  was  long  and  distinguished,  he  held  the  confidence  and  respect  of  all 
who  were  associated  with  him.  Although  he  suffered,  a long  and  distressing 
illness  with  great  fortitude  his  loyalty  and  devotion  to  duty  were  marked  by 
continued  attendance  at  meetings  regardless  of  the  extreme  physical  fatigue  he 
endured  up  to  the  time  of  attending  his  last  meeting  of  the  Council  on 
November  3rd.  exactly  five  days  prior  to  his  death  at  his  home  "Beverley” 
Camberley, 

It  is  with  deep  respect  that  I record  my  privilege  to  have  worked  with 
Dr.  Davidson  for  nearly  twenty-five  years  in  his  official  capacity  and  to  have 
shared  the  distinction  of  his  personal  friendship,  B.J.D.W,

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  submit  the  knimal  Report  on  the 
state  of  health  in  your  district  for  the  year  1959* 

From  the  vital  statistics,  we  see  a continued  natural 
increase  in  the  population  with  a birth  rate  above  the  County 
and  National  average. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note,  once  again,  the  absence  of 
any  deaths  due  to  maternity  and  indeed  from  any  of  the 
preventable  infectious  diseases. 

With  regard  to  Tuberculosis,  there  are  now  probably 
less  than  half  a dozen  infectious  cases  of  the  disease  in  the 
area.  A good  response  was  obtained  by  Plass  Radiography  when 
almost  2,500  persons  attended.  Three  cases  of  pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  found.  In  addition,  regular  use  is  made 
of  the  Piiniature  Radiography  Service  for  General  Practitioners 
and  any  members  of  the  public  may  attend  the  weekly  session 
which  is  available.  . It  is  most  important  for  all  men  over 
45  years  to  have  periodical  chest  x-rays  and  also  for  young 
women  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  years.  In  Schools,  the 
acceptance  rate  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  continues  to  rise  to 
a figure  of  65  per  cent  compared  with  46  per  cent  for  1958. 

The  scheme  is  now  to  be  extended  to  all  children  over 
the  age  of  13  years  and  to  any  students  attending  full-time 
Higher  Educational  Establishments. 


A large  measure  of  attention  was  directed  towards  the 
problem  of  vaccinating  as  many  persons  as  possible,  in  the  age 
group , 15/26  ye  ars,  against' poliomyelitis.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  the  response  from-  young  persons  in  this  age  group 
was  extremely  poor  which  of  course  was,  no  doubt,  partly  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  district  has  happily  been  free  from  any  recent 
paraljrtic  forms  of  this  infection.  Approaches  xieve  made  to  all 
factories  and  to  industry,  with  the  offer  to  attend  their  places 
of  employment  and  many  vaccinations  were  given  by  such  a 
procedure.  We  are  indeed  grateful  to  those  managements  who 
co-operated  with  us  in  this  way  and  allowed  injections  to  be 
given  during  normal  vrorking  hours.  Because  of  this,  no  doubt, 
acceptances  were  obtained  from  other  places  of  industry  and  by 
the  end  of  the  year  it  was  found  that  approximately  49  per  cent  of 
persons  in  the  age  group  I5/26  years  had  been  vaccinated  or  were 
in  the  process  of  receiving  their  very  necessary  protective 
injections  against  this  disease.  Vaccination  for  all  children 
under  15  years  has,  of  course,  continued  throughout  the  year 
and  the  state  of  protection  in  this  age  group  reached  the 
satisfactory  figure  of  approximately  92  per  cent. 

In  presenting  this  report  'I  am,  of  course,  mainly  concerned 
with  assembling  the  work  or  the  year  which  came  under  the  supervision 
of  my  predecessor  the  late  Dr,  Churchill  Davidson.  I was 
privileged  to  work  with  and  knov;  him  as  a colleague  for  many  years 
and  he  was  always  most  courteous  and  helpful  to  our  County  Health 
Staff. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  Warren, 
for  a more  comprehensive  acknowledgement  of  Dr,  Davidson’s  work  in  the 
district  eves’  a period  of  so  many  years. 

May  I conclude  by  thanking  your  Committee  and  all  the  Council’s 
Chief  Officers  for  their  help  to  me  on  all  occasions.

It  would  seem  that  about  80  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted 
for  confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions!  the  majority  from 
civilian  families  attend  Primley  Hospital  or  St.  Lukes  Hospital, 
Guildford.  The  Louise  Margaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many 
mothers  from  military  families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in 
providing  also  for  admissions  from  mtmy  civilian  families  from 
this  District  as  from  elsewhere.

509  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and, 
as  customary,  this  disease  pursues  its  bi-annual  characteristic 
of  periodicity.  Two  deaths  occurred,  one  a boy  of  eight  months 
and  one  adult | these  were  both  due  to  Broncho-pneumonia  which  is 
a complication  very  rarely  seen  nowadays  owing  to  the  effectiveness 
of  chemotherapy  and  the  antibiotics. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified,  during  the  year. 

It  is  nowadays  exceptional  for  these  cases  to  be  admitted  to 
hospital  as,  apart  from  the  general  mildness  of  the  infection, 
antibiotics  and  penicillin  continue  to  be  an  effective  form 
of  treatment. 

Dysentery. 

67  cases  of  suspected  Dysentery  were  notified  but  the  diagnosis 
of  Sonne  was  confirmed  in  IS  only,  unfortunately  this  infection  is 
now  resistant  to  treatment  by  chemotherapy  in  general. 

Food  Poisoning. 

13  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year  and 
of  these  12  were  confirmed.  In  11  cases  Salmonella  Typhimurium 
was  responsible  and  Salmonella  Newport  in  the  other|  both  of  these 
infections  can  indeed  produce  very  severs  symptoms  or  indeed  death 
and  it  is  of  course  of  the  utmost  importance  that  suspected  cases 
of  food  poisoning  be  brought  to  our  notice  at  the  earliest 
opportunity.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 

YEAR  - 1959,

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman,  ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  :.n  submitting  a report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  in  1959. 

The  continued  expansion  of  the  District  with  new  industrial, 
commercial  and  domestic  properties  resulted  in  steady  increase  on 
volume  and  scope  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  Authorisation  was 
given  by  the  Council  to  increase  the  establishment  of  the  Department 
but  owing  to  the  lack  of  applicants  for  staff  vacancies  the  volume  of 
work  necessitated  continued  overtime.  The  difficulties  experienced 
in  previous  years  in  relation  to  the  availability  of  manual  workers 
showed  no  improvement  and  fluctuated  only  between  the  categories  of 
'badi  to  'worse'.  VJhilst  the  quality  of  the  refuse  collection 
service  remained  good  the  frequency  continued  irregular  due  entirely 
tc  the  problem  of  manpower.  Such  flexibility  as  existed  within  the 
service  was  used  to  the  maximum  in  an  endeavour  to  cope  with  the 
almost  daily  increase  in  dwellings  and  other  units  to  be  serviced. 

The  volume  of  work  continued  to  rise  to  the  end  of  the  year. 
Quantities  of  industrial  waste  accepted  at  the  disposal  depot  showed 
a large  increase  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  for  the  recovery  of  raw  material  operated 
satisfactorily  and  also  shows  an  increased,  tonnage.  The  output  for 
waste  paper  was  maintained  at  a figure  well  over  two  tons  per  1,000 
of  population  which  is  far  in  excess  of  the  National  Average. 

The  new  development  taking  place  in  the  district  calls  for 
the  maintenance  of  close  liaison  with  the  Tom  Planning  Officer  on 
many  proposals  affected  by  legislation  administered  by  our  respective 
departments  and  serves  tn  minimise  the  risk  of  buildings  approved, 
under  Byelaws  and  Planning  requirements  being  used  in  contravention 
of  other  legislation. 
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The  industrial  development  of  the  town  has  continued 
to  progress  with  the  erection  of  new  and  attractive  factories. 
Surveys  of  these  buildings  are  made  by  the  Department  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Factories  Act  and  it  is  with  pleasure 
I record  the  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  given  by  the 
Chief  Fire  Officer  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  and  his  Fire 
Prevention  Officers  in  connection  with  these  duties. 

The  examination  of  food  premises  is  under  the  constant 
vigilance  of  the  department,  since  it  is  only  by  continued 
co-operation  with  'all  who  are  engaged  in  the  food  industry* 
that  the  highest  standards  in  the  preparation,  handling  and  sale 
of  food  can  be  attained.  Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the 
Public  Analyst  on  Food  and  Drug  matters. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  the  report  to  an  outbreak  of 
food  poisoning  which  serves  to  focus  attention  on  the  importance 
of  methods  used  in  Canteens  and  Institutions  in  relation  to 
preparation,  cooking  and  storage  of  food,  to  avoid  mass  outbreaks. 

The  provisions  of  the  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948“ 
1951  were  implemented  in  one  case  who  was  removed  to  a Surrey 
County  Home  for  care  and  attention. 

One  burial  was  carried  out  under  Section  50  of  the  Act, 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  applications  for  the 
storage  of  petroleum  and  petroleum  mixtures,  A number  of  these 
have  arisen  in  association  with  the  industrial  development  taking 
place.  The  Council  has  adopted  the  Home  Office  Model  Code  of 
Principals  of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for  general 
application  throughout  the  district.

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SMITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  - Sources  of  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District 
by  the  Mid-W^essex  Water  Company. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  and  boreholes  in 
the  chalk,  from  a varying  number  of  the  Company’s  sources,  as 
circumstances  deinand,  which  are  located  along  or  near  the  southern 
and  northern  chalk  outcrops  remote  from  the  Urban  District  and 
also  from  the  Bagshot  Sands  at  Frimley  Green.  The  chalk  derived 
waters  vary  in  hardness  from  17  to  25  grains  per  gallon  in  the 
natural  state  and  these  supplies  are  softened  at  source,  either  by 
the  lime  or  base  exchange  process,  to  comply  with  the  Statutory 
Limitation  of  12  grains/gallon.  The  Bagshot  Sand  water  has  a 
natural  hardness  of  only  5.5  gl'ains  per  gallon.  The  supply  is 
. laid,  on  constantly  to  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  water  in  any  way. 


PURITY  OF  SUPPLY. 

All  the  chalk  sources  are  practically  sterile  in  the 
natural  state  but  are  subjected  to  precautionary  chlorination 
treatment  in  conformity  with  modern  waterworks  practice.  The 
Bagshot  Sand  water,  being  a spring  supply,  is  treated  by 
sedimentation,  aeration,  slow  sand-filtration  and  chlorination 
before  distribution. 

Samples  of  water  from  all  sources,  both  before  and  after 
treatment,  are  frequently  and  regularly  submitted  to  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  in  the  Company's  Laboratory  and 
independent  examinations  are  made  at  regular  periods  by  external 
Consulting  Chemists  and  Bacteriologists. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  RAW  MATERIAL  RECOVERY. 

Collection. 

No  major  changes  took  place  in  the  collection  service 
during  the  year  although  the  problems  associated  with  maintenance 
of  the  existing  service  and  its  improvement  in  a rapidly  expanding 
District  were  frequently  under  review. 
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Qne  nevr  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  'Fore  and  Aft'  tipping 
freighter  powered  by  a Perkins  diesel  engine  was  delivered  early 
in  the  year.  Two  of  the  fleet  now  have  diesel  engines  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  they  are  more  suitable  power  imits  for  this 
class  of  work  thon  petrol  engines.  The  purchase  of  a 1^  cwt, 
Commer  Van  (again  fitted  with  a diesel  engine)  for  general  duties, 
including  collection  of  waste  paper  from  industrial  sources, 
freed  the  small  Fordson  van  for  use  by  the  General  Foremani 
increased  mobility  arising  from  the  latter  arrangement  had 
become  essential  with  the  growth  of  the  work  involved. 

Installation  of  a modern  vehicle  washing  plant  was 
approved  in  the  estimates  but  had  not  been  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Difficulty  in  maintaining  an  adequate  service  once  again 
stemmed  from  the  shortage  of  an  adequate  labour  force  to  cope  with 
the  rapid  increase  in  the  demands  on  the  service.  Improvement  in 
pay  and  conditions  of  service  had  become  a matter  of  considerable 
urgency  and  these  matters  were  carefully  considered  at  a number  of 
meetings.  By  the  end  of  the  year  great  progress  had  been  made  in 
formulating  a scheme  designed  to  achieve  these  ends.  Meanwhile, 
however,  despite  regular  overtime  working,  complaints  in  large 
numbers  continued  to  be  received,  I am  glad  to  acknowledge  once 
again  that  such  complaints  related  almost  entirely  to  the  lack  of 
frequency  a.nd  regularity  and  not  to  the  standard  of  service  given 
by  the  employees  concerned. 

Disposal. 


One  Ghaseside  'Loadmaster'  excavator  continued  to  be  used 
at  the  controlled  tip  augmented  by  an  old  Fordson  'I'^uledozer'  tractor 
the  latter  fast  reaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 

Further  consideration  was  given  during  the  year  to  the 
acquisition  of  additional  land  for  tipping  purposes  and  a site  of 
22  acres  to  the  South-west  of  the  existing  tip  on  the  opposite  side 
of  the  railway  has  been  earmarked  for  the  purpose  by  the  Development 
and  Town  Planning  Committee.  Large  quantities  of  industrial  waste 
continued  to  be  brought  in  and  created  considerable  disposal 
difficilLty  on  the  land  available.  An  income  of  £585  was  received 
for  disposal  charges  (Financial  year  1959/60). 

A serious  fire  broke  out  on  the  tip  face  in  June  and  at 
one  stage  the  Depot  buildings  were  endangered.  As  a result  of 
this  experience,  the  Council  authorised  the  acquisition  of  a firepump. 

Tv/o  burglaries  at  weekends  occurred  at  the  Depot  buildings. 
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Raw  material  recovery. 

Another  satisfactory  year  was  experienced.  The 
main  source  of  income  continued  to  be  from  waste  paper.  The 
weight  sold  was  77  tons  in  excess  of  the  previous  best, 
representing  an  increase  of  13^.  This  result  was  particularly 
gratifying  as  the  market  conditions  vere  still  uncertain, 
newsprint  remaining  on  quota  until  September  when  the  price 
for  this  grade  was  reduced  by  ten  shillings  per  ton.  A 
general  fall  in  price  was  foreshadowed  by  the  ilLlls  to  become 
operative  in  April  but  did.  not  materialise. 

The  increased  tonnage  trend  is  being  iTiaintained  during 
the  current  year  and,  whilst  the  baling  plant  remains  adequate, 
working  and  ..storage  space  has  become  very  limited.  The  market 
in  ferrous  scrap  in  this  area  remained  poor  but  satisfactory 
results  were  again  achieved  in  textiles  and  non-ferrous  metals. 
The  latter  market  is  very  much  dependent  on  the  diligence  of  the 
Depot  charge-hand.

MILK  SAlfPLE^G. 

All  milks  sold  in  the  District  are  of  course  now 
‘designated  and  the  general  public  should  be  assured  of  a safe 
supply.  Seventy-seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  to 
ensure  compliance  with  the  prescribed  standards  and  74  were 
found  satisfactory.  In  the  three  other  instances  involving 
pasteurised  which  did  not  comply,  immediate  investigation  was 
made  and  the  cause  rectified. 

School  milks  are  included  in  the  routine  sampling. 

Twenty-six  random  samples  of  milk  bottles  from  bottle 
washing  plant  were  taken  during  the  period  under  review,  all  of 
which  were  related  to  one  production  plant;  8 were  found  to  have  an 
unsatisfactory  high  count  after  cleansing.  The  Plant  was  overhauled 
by  the  Tianufacturers  and  the  defects  remedied.  Subsequent  tests 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

The  free  advisory  service  continued  and  the  requests  for 
surveys  and  advice  were  again  frequent.  81  primary  surveys  were 
made  and  other  properties  re-examined.  The  District  Auditor 
questioned  the  advisability  of  the  Council  giving  a free  service  in 
all  cases  and  the  view  of  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  was  subsequently  sought  by  the  Council.  There  is  no 
doubt  however  that  the  free  service  given  in  the  early  days  of 
investigation  enabled  sufficient  information  to  be  compiled 
vdiich  lead  to  the  introduction  of  the  Byelaw  by  the  Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  covering  new  buildings. 

In  June  1959  I was  invited  to  a meeting  at  the  Forest 
Products  Research  Laboratory,  D.S.I.R,  to  discuss  with  Ministry 
and  D.S.I.R.  officers  the  effectiveness  of  the  existing  Byelaw. 
Although  at  the  time  of  introduction  it  was  expedient  to  leave  the 
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field  fairly  wide  open  as  to  methods  of  compliance,  I now  feel 
that  some  tightening  up  would  be  desirable.  Now  softwood 
timber  structures  which  are  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the 
Building  Byelaws  are  automatically  exempt  from  the  pre-treatment 
requirements  - a somewhat  unsatisfactory  state  of  affairs. 

The  treatment  of  infected  timbers  in  situ  continues 
to  be  carried  out,  mainly  when  properties  change  hands.  This 
treatment  appears  to  give  at  least  a high  measure  of  control 
although  complete  eradication  is  not  one  hundred  per  cent  certain 
in  every  case  and  re-treatment  is  occasionally  found  necessary. 

For  this  reason  I feel  that  it  is  absolutely  imperative  that  the 
work  should  be  in  the  hands  of  specialist  contractors  who 
understand  the  biological  aspect  and  who  are  prepared  to 
incorporate  undertakings  regarding  retreatment  (if  found  necessary) 
within  the  original  contract  price.  I have  negotiated  that 
certificates  issued  by  such  firms  are  transferable  to  new  owners 
whose  professional  representatives  can  accept  them  V7ith  some 
confidence. 

A suspected  infestation  was  found  during  the  year  in 
another  Surrey  district  and  I was  able  to  confirm  it  as  hylotrupes 
bajulus.  With  the  permission  of  the  Council  I gave  advice 
subsequently  to  the  local  authority  officers  concerned  and  also 
to  private  professional  representatives  in  the  town. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Clean  Air  Act.  1956. 

One  factory  chimney  gave  cause  for  complaint  during 
the  year.  No  statutory  action  v;as  necessary  as  the  factory  owners 
were  most  anxious  to  co-operate  in  rectifying  the  matter. 

Smoke  Prevention  Byelaw. 

No  difficulty  has  been  notified  to  the  Department  in 
complying  with  the  Byelaw  made  under  Section  24  of  the  Act. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  Recording. 

The  recording  instruments  in  use  during  the  previous 
year  were  maintained  and  an  additional  lead  peroxide  instrument 
brought  into  use  on  the  Yorktown  Industrial  Estate  with  the  object 
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of  abandoning  one  of  the  existing  instiwents  at  a later  date  if 
the  new  site  proved  more  suitable.

Pl^LIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  reconstructed  and  enlarged  convenience  in  Church 
Road,  Frimley,  was  nearing  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  progress  was  made  in  finding  a solution  to  the 
inadequacy  of  the  convenience  on  the  London  Road  Recreation 
Ground  frontage.  This  convenience  originally  provided  for 
local  use  is  now  used  extensively  by  long  distance  travellers. 

The  four  watercloset  compartments  (two  male,  two  female)  are 
used  at  the  rate  of  51,000  times  per  year  based  on  the  slot 
receipts  and  the  actual  figure  may  well  be  considerably  higher. 
The  problem  of  provision  of  adequate  conveniences  on  busy  trunk 
roads  is  one  which  might  vrell  be  regarded  as  warranting  attention 
at  national  level. rather  than  being  left  to  the  discretion  of 
individual  local  authorities  without  co-ordination. 

In  addition  to  the  two  conveniences  referred  to 
above,  the  Council  maintains  accommodation  for  both  sexes  at 
Blackdown,  Obelisk  Street  Car  Park  and  in  the  London  Road 
at  the  Frimley  Road  junction j accommodation  at  the  Rose  and 
Thistle  Public  House  at  Frimley  Green  is  also  available  to 
the  public  by  arrangement  with  the  Brewery  Company.

PETR0L5UM  (PuEGULATIONS ) ACTS,  1928  - 1936. 

Sixty-four  licences  were  issued  during  the  year, 
sanctioning  the  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  or  petroleum  mixtures 
in  the  form  of  cellulose. 

Storage  for  bulk  supplies  of  petroleum  spirit  is 
provided  in  underground  steel  tanks  varying  in  capacity  from  250 
to  2,000  gallons.  Cellulose  paint  spraying  mixtures  are  stored 
in  metal  containers  of  one  to  five  gallon  capacity  - bulk  supplies 
of  these  commodities  are  kept  in  brick,  metal  or  other  approved 
fireproof  structures.

WORKING  PARTY  ON  INFLAi#IABLB  SUBSTANCES. 

This  working  party  was  set  up  by  the  Home  Office,  after 
consultation  with  the  Local  Authority  Associations.  Its  tasks 
were  to  collect  information  about  the  present  methods  of  storing 
inflammable  substances,  to  assess  the  hazards  which  may  arise  and 
to  consider  whether  such  hazards  are  sufficient  to  require  the 
introduction  of  measures  of  control.

"it  is  a sample  of  milk  contaminated  with  a large 
o^uantity  of  a mixture  of  earthy  matter  and  coal 
ash  and  containing  one  large  lump  of  partly  burnt 
coal  or  other  associated  fuel  and  a large  piece  of 
partly  fused  ash  derived  from  'slatey'  coal. 

The  total  weight  of  foreign  matter  present  was 
19  grammes  (about  seven-tenths  of  an  ounce), 

15,4  of  which  represents  the  weight  of  the  two 
large  lumps,  " 

Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Company 
supplying  this  milk.  The  case  was  dismissed.
